Recent changes in regulations 
under ‘the Contagious Diseases Act, 
affecting animals, make it possible 
for a farmer to have his. entire 
herd retested at the expense of 
the Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, when a Bang’s test 
shows the herd to be infected with 
Bang's Disease.

Linseed flax 
crop in 1956 


Canada harvested the larg- 
est crop of linseed flax on re- 
cord in 1956. Acreage has in- 
creased in each successive 
year since 1953 and_ has 
reached a high of 3,141,000 
acres with a production well 
over 30 million bushels. 


In the past decade the produc- 


. tion of flax has tended to move 


eastward from Saskatchewan into 
Manitoba: In the past season this 
trend was definitely reversed when 
Saskatchewan. grew more than 
twice the acreage of Manitoba. 


The popularity of flax varieties 
has continued to shift, says W. G. 
McGregor, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. At present varie- 
ties resistant to flax rust occupy 
over 90 percent of the acreage in 
the Red River Valley. In Manitoba 
this season, early maturing varie- 
ties such as Marine, Sheyenne, 
Redwing and Raja were planted 
on 65 percent of the area in flax. 
Redwood and Rocket were the late 
varieties grown. In Saskatchewan 
Redwood occupied 35 percent of 
the flax area followed Marine, 
Rocket and Redwing respectively. 
Redwing is favored in Alberta oc- 
cupying over 55 percent of the 
area with Redwood in second place 
occupying 82 percent. In the Peace 
River and Fort Vermilion districts 
Redwing is popular because of the 
necessity for an early maturing 
variety. 

Experiments have shown that 
late maturing varieties. tend to 
outyield early maturing varieties 
when seeded early. However as 
seeding is delayed this situation 
becomes reversed. Since flax is 
more often seeded late the trend 
to early maturing varieties can be 
expected .to continue particularly 
with the distribution of the early 
maturing variety Raja. This va- 
riety has done well on late seed- 
ings: It appears to be more suited 
to Manitoba and eastern Saskat- 
chewan where in some tests it has. 
exceeded the late maturing varie- 
ties even when seeded at an early 
date. Raja is immune to the races 
of ‘flax rust now prevalent, has a 
stiff straw and produces a large 
plump seed. It does not yield well 
in the northern areas -of Saskat- 
chevran and Alberta.

out not less than 30 days or more 
than 60 days from the last one. 
The retest of positive animals un- 
der 36 months of age will not ‘be 
necessary when such animals were 
vaccinated in calfhood, unless defi- 
nite symptoms of Bang’s Disease 
have appeared. 

Under thé agriculture depart- 
ment’s Bang’s Testing plan, de- 
signed to control Brucellosis 
(Bang’s Disease) in cattle, farm- 
ers and ranchers may apply to 
their local veterinarian or to the 
Provincial Veterinarian to have 
animals tested. Owners must, how- 
ever, agree to abidé by terms and 
conditions set out in the Contag- 
ious Diseases Act, with respect to 
animals found infected with Bang’s 
Disease. ; 

Where animals are found to be 
infected, no claim for damages or 
compensation is granted. .Except 
for the purpose of slaughter, no 
owner may sell an animal which 
is known to be infected, and then 
only to an abattoir under control 
of the federal agriculture depart- 
ment. 

In an effort to stamp out Bang’s 
Disease, the Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture has car- 
ried out an extensive vaccination 
program on calves in the province 
for several years. Under the plan, 
calves vaccinated at over six 
months of age and under nine 
months, are called “Official Vac-- 
cinates’, and as such are eligible 
for export up to 22 months after, 
without a blood test. Calves may 
be vaccinated before or after the 
official vaccination age but shall 
not be eligible to receive export 
privileges without first having a 
blood test. 


Chemical saves 
reservoir evaporation. 


Water losses due to evaporation 
from open reservoirs can be seri- 
ous in hot ‘dry weather or where 
warm drying winds prevail. Aver- 
age annual losses by evaporation 
alone have béen found to vary up 
to nine feet. 

An industrial research organiza- 
tion in Australia have found a 
compound (hexadecanol) that has 
reduced the rate of evaporation 
from 20 to 7@ percent, When plac- 
‘ed on the’ water it spreads out into 
an invisible film on the surface. 
Unlike oif films that have proved 
effective in reducing evaporation 
but have been found undesirable 
in other ways, hexadecanol allows 
entry of the air and thus has no 
injurious effect on fish or other 
life in the water.

$20,000,000 Potash refinery 
construction starts in 1957 


. Construction of a potash refinery to cost an estimated 
$20,000,000 is to begin next year at the Patience Lake site 
of Potash Company of America, 10 miles east of Saskatoon. 


T. L. Carey, resident manager 
of the plant, said Stearns-Roger, 
engineers and contractors of Den- 
ver, Colorado, were currently 
working on the engineering details 
of the big: mill. 

Mr. Carey said actual. construc- 
tion.of the refinery was expected 
to get under way early in the 
summer of 1957. Work on the mill 
would proceed through the sum- 
mer and fall of 1957 and be halted 
when severe winter conditions set 
in. Construction would resume in 
the spring of 1958 and it was hop- 
ed the refinery would be complet- 
ed and in production by November 
of 1958. 


Capacity of the refinery, Mr. 
Carey said, would be from 4,000 
~o 4,500 tons of ore per. ‘day, or 
approximately 1,500,000 tons an- 
nually. The resident manager said 
the mill would be designed to per- 
mit expansion when sales warrant- 
ed increased capacity. 

Potash Company of America is 
currently sinking a mining sheft 
on its potash property. The work 
of sinking the concrete-lined shaft 
through refrigerated formations 
began early this year. The shaft 
was down to a depth of 850 feet 
early in December of this year. 


at a depth of some 3,400 feet. Cost 
of sinking the shaft was estimat- 
ed to be in excess of $3,000,000. 


The company has a large sur- 
face plant at the Patience Lake 
site. When production starts in 
1958 it will mark the beginning 
of Saskatchewan’s and Canada’s 
first potash industry. Potash in 
Saskatchewan is the only known. 
occurrence in commercial quantity 
on the continent, outside of Carls- 
bad, New Mexico. 

Some 13 companies hold large 
acreage in the 340-mile long pot- 
ash belt which extends across cen- 
tral Saskatchewan from the Al- 


berta. boundary to the Manitoba]. 


side. Major American potash com- 
panies are in'the field and British, 
German and Canadian interests. 
Extensive exploration work has 
going on across the potash 
belt and other companies are mov- 
ing closer to the development 
stage. 

Saskatchewan’s potash resourc- 
es, probably the world’s largest 
known reserves, are setimated at 
some 100 billion tons. The miner- 
al’s principal use is as a fertilizer. 
Potassium compounds are also 
used in the production of glass, 
matches, explosives, soap and high 
petane gasoline. The market for 
potash is growing and a large new 
outlét in the far east is opening.

The big haul of a lorry thief 
some years ago was not what he 
expected. He thought it was ny- 
lons, but it proved to be mustard 
—four tons of it. He decided it 
was too “hot’’ to hold—and drop- 
ped it into a river. 

A burglar who broke into a 
south coast chemist’s shop was 
delighted to find a safe weighing 
half a ton. He spent an hour and 
a half opening it. Inside, instead 
of wads of banknotes and piles of 
coins he found—a solitary three- 
penny piece! : 

One of the best stories of a 
blundering thief tells of a man 
who stole $4,000. He was caught, 
but refused to reveal where he had 
hidden his haul. He was sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment. 

When he left prison he was sha- 
dowed. He embarked on a cross- 
Channel steamer at Dover after 
booking a special cabin. In mid- 
Channel the-detective caught him 
prising out a panel in the cabin. 
He confessed that he had hidden 
the loot behind it—but there was 
nothing there, : 

The ship’s captain solved the 
problem.

the same name as this one.” 

Someone had found the money 
—but not the wretched thief who 
had paid for his theft with five 
years in jail!
